ing this job 50% complete over all 
by November 23d employees of this 
project the past week have made ev- 
ery effort to keep the wheels turn- 
ing toward this goal and progress 
records show that the work has not 
been iu vain. 


Payroll of Ihe contractor for the 


week reached the highest lolal since 
Ihc project was established. For the 
first time in Ihe history of the sec- 
tion a weekly payroll in excess of a 
quarter million dollars will 'be dis- 
persed. The money will go to more 
than 6,000 employes of the firm of 
W. E. Callahan Construction 
Com- 


pany. 


The Administration Building for the 


project is now placed al eighty per 
cent complete by project

Reply Awaited 
WASHINGTON 
—(/P)— The 
gov- 


ernment undertook a new effort to 
setlle Ihe caplive coal mine strike 
Friday nighl after 2 day which saw 10 
pickets wounded by gunfire and the 
production of steel curtailed for lack 
of fuel. 


William H. Davis, chairman of the 


Defense Mediation Board, addressed 
telegrams to commercial mine oper- 
ators associations designed to show 
that the Uniteds'Min^ Workers Unit 
ion will lose no rights-in the cofif- 
mercial mines if it postpones its de- 
mand for a "union shop" in, the cap- 
tive mines. 


(The captive mines are owned by 


and produce coal for the steel com- 
panies. The commercial mines sell 
their coal on the open market. The 
union shop is a system under which 
all employes are required to become 
members of the union.) 


John L. Lewis, president of the U. 


M. W., has taken the position that by 
the terms of the union's contracts 
calling for a union shop with com- 
mercial producers, the contracts would 
be invalidated if it would sign an 
agreement with the captive mine oper- 
ators that does not include a union 
shop clause. 


In his telegrams, Davis asked the 


commercial operators whethre in their 
opinion this was true, ah dalso called 
on them for pledges that they would 
abide by their existing contracts wit 
hh etunion even though it signs an. 
open shop contract with the caplive 
nines. 


President Roosevelt awaited a form- 


il reply from the union lo his re- 
ent peace formula—a proposal that 
he demand for a union shop (or clos?

Program and are now, or soon will 
be, signing farm plan sheets to give 
an indication of the part they will 
take in increasing production of es- 
sential foods needed in the "Food for 
Freedom" campaign sponsored by the 
United Slates Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


Flans have been completed for the 


sign-up of farmers of the county H. 
Earl King, chairman of the county U- 
SDA defense board, said and opera- 
tors of all the 3200 farms in the county 
will have signed plan sheets by the 
end of the month. 


The farm plan sheet is the same that 


has been used by the Triple-A for 
several years to assist 
farmers in 


planning their farming operations, but 
Ibis year it will be different. The 
plan sheet will give the farmer his 
official notice of allotment, yield and 
marketing quota of crops for which 
increased 
production is expected or 


desired as a part of the USDA Farm 
Defense program. In this section, each 
farmer will show how much of these 
crops he intends to produce compared 
with this year's acreage. 


The signing of the farm plan sheets 


must be completed this month, chair- 
man Earl King said, and progress re- 
ports of the sign-up will be made to 
the stale defense board.

machinery repair progarm in Hemp- 
stead county as a part of a national 
campaign launched several days ago

services are officially on an emergency 
slatus. Skill and training come first 
If safety were first, our fliers would 
not he ready lo fight when and if the 
lime came. 


That's Ihe bedrock explanation of 


the sudden splash of air falality head- 
lines during October. It was coinci- 
dence thai several spectacular military 
and commercial crashes all came at 
about the same time. 


Tho weather obviously had some- 


thing to do with it, too. At this time 
of year, the weather is very change- 
able. Temperatures frequently range 
between 28 and 3C degrees Fahrenheit 
—the trouble temperatures for all fly- 
ing. 


Yet it wouldn't be sensible to stop 


flying when Ihe temperatures hover 
between those marks on the ther- 
mometer, for flying in such tem- 
peratures in itself is not dangerous 
Rare combinations of moisture and 
temperature and height-must occur in 
in a certain spot at a certain moment 
before conditions can be disastrous.' 


For example, take the Moorhead, 


Minn., commercial plane crash. Ice 
was forming on the wing, but it ws 
easy to push off wilh Ihe de-icer. The 
pilot played super-safe.

Probably shortages of farm mach- 


ncry next year as a result of the Na- 
ional Defense Program, make it all 
he more important that Hempstead 
bounty Farmers extend the life of 
heir machinery and tools by order- 
ng repair parts now. according to 
Oliver L. Adams, county agent. The 
government has indicated that there 
will be no shortages of parts if needs 
arc known in time. 


Here arc some suggestions 
from 


Earle K. Rombo, Extension agricul- 
tural engineer, of the University of 
Arkansas College of Agriculture for 
getting longer service out of farm 
machinery. 


1. Store Machinery under cover. 
2. When storing the mowing ma- 


chine, remove the sickle, grease it, and 
order new sections if any are broken 
or missing. Straighten bent, tighten 
loose, and 
replace 
broken 
guards, 


block up mower, and support 
the 


long tongue on a block to keep it 
straight. Order repair parts now. 


3. Take off and store binder and 


combine canvases in a dry place, safe 
from rat damage.
